Surely, the faithful may well 
think, this is a time when God 
might well place Himself on the 
side of the Christian West. 

It is a situation somewhat like 
that of the 12th century when 
the Crusaders went away to re- 
take the Holy Land from the in- 
fidel. Failure caused the gather- 
ing in the 13th century of 90,- 
000 innocent children who were 
embarked on three ships against 
the infidel in*the belief that God 
surely would place about them 
his shield and the wings of his 
angels, and give them victory. 
Disaster met them. Thousands 
were sold as slaves and were 
never heard of again. Shipwreck 
and disease killed thousands 
more. There is no more pitiful 
story in all history than that of 
the Children’s Crusade. 

Today, our last best hope in 
Asia is in India and Pakistan. In 
one there is a hierarchy of varied 
gods. In the letter there is the 
fanatic faith of Islam which re- 
gards the Christian as an infidel. 

The likelihood is that God will 
let man work his way out as best 
he can. Prayer is a great force 
and we will never know how 
much weight it will have in the 
gigantic struggle now at hand. It 
is a foolish man who does not 
pray. | 

But, prayer alone is not 
enough, though wishful] thinking 
would have it so. We must pay 
for this the hard way.

This was based on 3,704,000 births, 1,461,000 deaths and a net 
emigration of 10,000. 4

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Can We Hold in Korea? 


For the first time since the Chinese 
Communists flooded out of the hills of 
Manchuria across the Yalu River into 
North Korea, there is a mild undercurrent 
of optimism running through the carefully 
censored dispatches from the battlefront. 


There were withdrawals by our troops 
vesterday, but they were limited and, as 
the military says, “according to plan.” 


United Nations forces now are deployed 
all across the peninsula in a battleline 160 
miles long. They number about 250,000 in 
addition to about 70,000 supply troops. 
The Communists far outnumber us. Dis- 
patches yesterday estimated the attacking 
forces at 250,000 with perhaps 1,000,000 
more in reserve between the 38th parallel 
and the Yalu River. 


Our superior fire power, such as was 
demonstrated at Hungnam, may enable us 
to hold. In that heroic action, Communist 
troops numbering more than 100,000 were 
held at bay for 13 days. They never were 
able even to mass for a frontal attack. 
Naval gunfire, furious bombings and straf- 
ings by Navy, Marine and Air Force planes 
plus a tremendous ground barrage kept the 
enemy in a state of confusion. During the 
last two days only 9,000 United States 
troops manned our defense lines and in the 
final hours less than 200 were required. 

Even if the Communists drive us into 
twin beachheads—at Inchon on the West 
and Pusan on the East—they can do so 
only at fearful loss of life. 

For the Communists the supply problem

Commissioners: 
Voters Want To Know 


In the light of Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook’s 
ruling Saturday that all Fulton County 
constitutional amendments passed in the 
Nov. 7 general election, the public will be 
grateful and will, we are sure, call on the 
County Commissioners to recognize the 
ruling arid act accordingly. 

Mr. Cook’s opinion is the third con- 
secutive victory for the forces of progress. 
The first was in the June 28 primary when 
the voters overwhelmingly approved the 
Plan of Imptovement which would “un- 
scramble” the many functions of the city 
and County governments. The second was 
in the general election when voters again 
approved the Plan. 

County Commissioners, certain of whom 
had fought the Plan of Improvement all 
along, questioned validity of the Novem- 
ber vote—despite conclusive results in the 
June primar¥—and asked the State Attor- 
ney General for a ruling on whether the 
fact that certain areas of the County failed 
to approve the Plan did not constitute dis- 
approval of it. 

Mr. Cook now has responded with the 
ruling that the County is the entity recog- 
nized by law ;for such purposes. There. 
fore, he declared, the vote in favor of the 
Plan of Impro¥ement is legal and binding. 
Let them now bow to the democratic 
processes and joir to make the change 
unanimous. 

Contrary to the propaganda of certain 
of the: County Commissioners, the Plan of 
Improvement will not require fewer fire- 
men and policemen. It will require MORE. 
It will not result in a smaller number of 
firehouses but will result in’ MORE. 

Actually, all the Plan of Intprovement 
does is to relegate to the City the functions 
that normally become municipal respon- 
sibilities in Georgia. Likewise, it places 
upon the County the responsibilities that 
traditionally are those of Counties. 

The fear of County Commissioners js a 
needless and, we think, an hysterical one. 
There always will be a place for County 
Commissioners and for their supervision of 
the activities that are, and ought to be, the 
legitimate responsibility of the County 
Government. Fulton is a large County— 
actually being three Counties combined 
into one. 

But whether County Commissioners like 


now has become a real one. So long as 
the fighting was near the Manchurian bor- 
der where supplies could be slipped in 
under cover of darkness from‘that “invio- 
late sanctuary,” the Chinese had a great 
advantage. Now, they must move supplies 
by human and animal pack a distance of 
225 miles while our planes bomb and strafe 
them with increasing intensity. Chinese 
soldiers are adept at living off the country, 
but they must have ammunition for their 
guns and gasoline for their tanks and 
heavy equipment. So far, the Chinese have 
not used many tanks, doubtless due to the 
problem of getting gasoline over such 
distances. 


UN supply lines have been shortened. 
The port of Inchon, for instance, is only 
30 miles from the fighting front. 


‘The UN situation has improved greatly 
by establishment of the new defense line. 
It is unlikely the Chinese can succeed in 
their avowed intention of annihilating UN 
armies. Though it still is possible we even- 
tually will be forced out of Korea, evacua- 
tion probably could be accomplished with- 
out disaster. 

Meanwhile, however, practically all of 
this colintry’s fighting forces are tied up 
in Korea. Officers and men needed to train 
new divisions for defense of Europe—and 
for our own defense—are unavailable. 
That means we must speed mobilization.at 
home to make up for the loss. The battle 
against communism will not: be won in 
Korea.

Their help is 
needed and they can even yet obtain the 
lasting gratitude of the voters by substi- 
tuting an attitude of obstruction for one of 
construction. 


Let the Commissioners’ answer!. Do 
they abide by votes and our court—or not? 
We want to know. 


If they are at heart persons who would 
defy the majority vote, we want to know 
that, too—and we think the voters want 
to know.

It Was, Too, the A-Bomb 


WASHINGTON—One of the more sinister tactics adopted by 
the new isolationists is to disseminate the rumor that the Soviet 
Union does not, after all, have an atomic bomb. Not long ago 
Sen. Owen Brewster, of Maine, whose irresponsibility can always 
be relied on, told_the Senate so in plain terms. 

For the sake of the record, it is fortunate that much more 
can now be toldgabout how the Soviet bomb explosion was de- 
tected. And tn facts, if they are studied at all, prove con- 
clusively what was exploded in the Soviet Union in September, 
1949, was indeed an atomic bomb. 

To begin at the beginning, the net for detecting a Soviet bomb 
explosion was established shortly after the war, by the combined 
effort of the three armed service staffs, the Joint Research and 
Development Board, the Atomic Energy Commission and the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

It consisted of four main parts. 


. : First, since a bomb explosion is sufficiently vio- 
Four Parts lent to create earth tremors, a chain of seismo- 
logical stations was organized to detect any such tremors any- 
where in the world. 

Second, an atomic explosion releases a cloud of radioactive 
particles, which ascend to the stratosphere, and there are blown 
around the earth by the prevailing winds. The presence of this 
radioactive cloud in the stratosphere is detectable by Geiger 
counters. Therefore, a second chain of stations with Geiger counter 
operators was set up. 

Third, and this is vital, air samples from the radioactive cloud 
can be taken by high-flying aircraft and/or balloons equipped 
with special apparatus. The radioactive particles thus caught can 
be subjected to mineralogical analysis; and the results tell much 
about -the nature of the atomic explosion that has occurred. Ar- 
rangements to collect such air samples-were also made. 

Finally, all the data thus obtained can be precisely interpreted 
by properly trained scientists. This task, of interpreting and 
forming conclusions from the data collected, was entrusted to the 
Scientific Advisor’ Commission of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. This body, including such men as Professor Robert Oppen- 
heimer, Dr. Enrico Fermi, Oliver Buckley of the Bell laboratories, 
and James Bryant Conant, president of Harvard, is as powerful 
and well balanced an assemblage of scientific minds as this coun- 
try can muster. 


. When the Soviet bomb exploded in central 
Into Action Siberia in September, 1949, all this elaborate 
organization, already trial-tested by our own Eniwetok bomb, 
went smoothly to work. The seismologists physically located the 
place of the explosion. The Geiger counter chain detected the 
radioactive Cloud a little later. Air samples were immediately 
taken. The scientific analysts went to work. 

The air samples provided the decisive evidence. In the Penta- 
gon the hope was briefly entertained that instead of exploding an 
atomic bomb intentionally, the Soviets had accidentally touched 
off one of their radioactive piles. But the metallic components 
of a pile and a bomb are entirely different. A plutonium bomb 
particularly, of the improved sort exploded by us at Nagasaki, 
contains highly special metals. And the air samples brought in 
radioactive metallic particles plainly indicating the explosion of 
a plutonium bomb at least of the Nagasaki type, if not better. 
Members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff sat with the Scientific Ad- 
visory Board in the last phase of preparation of their report to 
President Truman. All agreed on the conclusion, which was in- 
formally summed up by one of the authors of the report in a 
single, bleak sentence: 

“The chances are 999 to 1 that it was a bomb that went off, 
and if it was not a bomb, neither I nor any of my colleagues can 
think of what it might have been.” 


’ . Subsequently, secret intelligence confirmed the 
Confirmed findings made in September, 1949. The highest 
intelligence sources now agree, moreover, that current Soviet 
bomb output is at the rate of about two a month, and by the 
end of the coming year will rise to five or more a month. Thus, 
as of now, the ‘officially estimated Soviet stockpile is about 24 
bombs; it will be nearly 50 bombs in another 12 months; and in 
two years, it will be well over 100 bombs. The military sig- 
nificance of this timetable does not need to be underlined. 

Such, for the information of Sen. Brewster, are the undisputed 
facts. It is well to remember them, because this new isolationist 
denial of the Soviet bomb’s existence recalls the tactics of the 
men who simultaneously told the British people in the late '30’s 
that the enemy was too weak to attack, and that Britain was too 
weak to resist. These men also were attempting to organize their 
country’s abject surrender.

No Housing Shortage 


The Editors: A look at The Journal and The 
Constitution any day shows hundreds of housing- 
for-rent want ads, and a trip through Atlanta 
and suburbs will show hundreds of vacant hous- 
ing units. There is no shortage, and rent con- 
trol should be abandoned and housing property 
returned to owner control. 

The OPA has allowed 15 per cent increase 
in rents on old property over rentals charged 10 
to 20 years ago if tenants agree. As not more 
than half of tenants would agree, the average 
increase would not be more than_7% per cent. 

Every item in upkeep of these’ older houses, 
both for labor and material, has increased from 
75 per cent to 300 per cent; ‘water rent 25 per 
cent: taxes, street improvements and other facili- 
ties greatly increased. 

The rentals are now paid with fifty-cent 
dollars. 

The tenants of these old properties are re- 
ceiving greatly increased incomes and shquld 
pay for rentals in same proportion as their in- 
crease. 

The widows and retired people who, through 
frugality, have accumulated their homes and 
who, in their old age, expected an income from 
their property, are gradually having it taken 
away from them. 

The taxes on these old properties have been

are not getting recognition and support from the 
Mayor and City Council? 

Is it that they represent a voting minority 
and are unorganized, practically helpless and 
easily plundered to gain votes.

For Sake of Our Morale 


WASHINGTON—President Truman faces a difficult and many-sided problem 
with the new 82nd Congress which may be illuminated by recalling some fairly 
recent history. It may be remembered that early in the last war President 
Roosevelt announced one day at a press conference, in his whimsical way, the 
passing of “Doctor New Deal” and the installation of “Doctor Win-the-War.” In 
plain language—the end of reform and entire emphasis on winning the war, Mr. 

Roosevelt bowed to the practical for the duration. He recognized the necessity, for one thing, of 
shoveling huge financial resources into war, with a minimum for strictly social purposes.’ He saw 
the need, for another, on the psychological side, of reducing controversy and friction that New Deal 
reforms provoked in Congress and outside among powerful interests that had to be enlisted for 
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The President Should Clean House 


NEW YORK—Under our system of government, President Truman cannot be 
put out of office until the election of 1952, except by impeachment, which is neither 
feagible nor desirable. However, it is possible and certainly desirable that the 
President clear out of the Government and sincerely repudiate those whose false 
counsels, to say the best of their conduct, got us into this jam. He should get rid 
of Mrs. Roosevelt at once. In doing this, he should not use diplomatic terms which 

which disguise the truth and destroy the purifying effect of this act of amends but should make a 
frank statement that her conduct and associations have disqualified her for public confidence. He 
should ask for the resignation of Justice Felix Frankfurter for the same reasons and dismiss from the 


the war effort. 

The truce, however, was not observed by 
anti-New Deal forces in Congress which, under 
cover of war, sniped continually—and with fre- 
quent. success—at policies designed to protect 
labor and consumers from war stresses and 
strains. These forces were measurably rein- 
forced midway in the war by the 1942 congres- 
sional elections and thereafter were even more 
effective. 

Their influence was dominant in shaping 
postwar reconversion measures and policies. 


Over opposition of the White House and 
outnumbered New Dealers in Congress, the 
anti-New Deal conservatives put through tax 
legislation and renegotiation statutes favor- 
able to big business; checked Administration 
proposals for more adequate benefits to 
workers laid off during reconversion; stalled 
off housing for war veterans; and eventually 
forced the White House to abandon price 
controls earlier than proved wise and sound. 


It is with this background clearly. in mind— 
for he was a member of the Senate during most 
of- the war—that President Truman confronts 
the present emergency. In handling it he must 
deal, in the next two years, with a Congress 
loaded far more heavily against Fair Deal poli- 
cies than any with which his predecessor ever 
had to deal. 


President Truman is being besought now to 
forget about Fair Dealism in the interest of 
harmony. 

His problem is a delicate one. He neces- 
sarily must maintain harmonious relations with 
Congress in the interest of the defense mobiliza- 
tion program and his foreign policy. Yet, on the 
other hand, he must uphold basic Fair Deal 
philosophy to protect the day-by-day welfare of 
the rank and file citizens from whom come not 
only the workers who produce for national de-

fense but the bulk of the soldiers for front-line 
service. 

Their rights and benefits under democracy 
must be preserved. What we defend abroad, we 
must defend likewise at home. 

For most people the Fair Deal is symbolized 
in specific and long-advocated reform measures 
such as Federal health insurance, the Brannan 
farm plan, repeal of the Taft-Hartley act, and 
such. It is not likely that any of those will get 
anywhere in the next Congress, since the Repub- 
lican-conservative Southern Democrat coalition 
has enough votes to block. them. 

But the Fair Deal is more than that. It stands 
for protwtion of the great mass of citizens against 
powerful interests that continually seek special 
privileges for themselves, as did the New Deal 
before it. Mr. Truman's problem, then, becomes 
one of seeing that there is fair and equal treat- 
ment of the great body of our citizens in tax 
legislation, price and wage’ policies and the like 
which, it is already obvious, will be threatened 
again, just as in the Second World War period. 
This can be done, as it was done before, through 
technicalities in legislation not discernible to the 
average citizen. 


In reassurance to the public, you may ex- 
pect President Truman to restate his Fair 
Deal aims in his annual message to the 
82nd Congress, including also civil rights. 
For the last are especially important now 
since we have assumed leadership in the 
fight for democracy and have become an 
example to all men everywhere. 


The President is the leader of all our people 
of all color and all races and all religions. He 
can do nothing less than ré-emphasize our social 
welfare and civil rights aims for the sake not 
only of simple justice, but of morale of our 
people who are: engaged in the contest with 
totalitarian dictatorship.

Ordinarily, it would be impudence on the part 
of a President to ask’'a Justice of the Supreme 
Court to get out. But this is not an ordinary 
situation. Frankfurter has been a pushful, bump- 
tious politician. He sponsored Alger Hiss and Lee 
Pressman, among other study-boys of the same 
type, who sat at his knee at Harvard law and 
may reasonably be supposed to have derived some 
of their ideas from his teaching. 


The effect of his judicial conduct henceforth 
might be harmless. But he is a‘conspicuous mem- 
ber of that element which yearned for and con- 
trived to bring about the recognition of Soviet 
Russia after Wilson, Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover had wisely perceived the implacability 
of the Communist enemy. 


He might refuse to budge, but the people 
would at least know that the President tried 
to get him out. That would be a psychologi- 
cal comfort and would beget confidence in 
Mr. Truman's intentions. 


The State Department should be deloused 
thoroughly. Dean Acheson’s declaration of per- 
sonal loyalty to a man convicted by implication 
of betraying the United States to the enemy is not 
the only act which will deny him the confidence 
of loyal, intelligent citizens. It is just the most 
shocking act in a career of conduct which con- 
demns him as a man of unreliable judgment, but, 
even by itself, it is too bad to be condoned. 

To the question “Who could serve us better?”

Many are the excuses for 
obesity—glandular ailments 
stomach trouble, heart disease, 
to mention a few. 


To which statistics on the sub- 
ject of obesity answer: 

“Bosh!” 

Ninety-five percent of this 
country’s fat women do not 
want to lose weight, according 
to’ report in Why, a magazine of 
popular psychology. 

Obesity can now be explained 
as a return in the adult to 
childhood pleasures in eating. 
It has been found that the foods 
excessively indulged in are al- 
ways associated with child- 
hood—candies, ice- cream, cake 
and pastries. The adult wom- 
an resorts to these pleasures 
as a refugee from critical sit- 
uations characteristic of ma- 
turity. 

Therefore, when excess fat 
fills an unconscious need for 
protection against love, mar- 
riage or job crises these wom- 
en do not want to face, ordi- 
nary reducing diets are found 
to have only temporary results. 

Consequently, psychiatrists 

maintain, obesity presents a 
serious problem to at least 
one woman in almost every 
American family. Dr. Edward 
H. Rynearson of the Mayo 
Clinic, describes obesity as 
the “greatest single hazard 
to human life” in the nation 
today. 


Paradoxically, it has been dis- 
covered that most overweight 
women are normally excep- 
tionally good looking. Proof 
of this was derived from an 
examination of photographs of 
thousands of women before 
they became addicted to over- 
eating. 

‘The solution to successful re- 
ducing for a woman who is 
extremely overweight, lies only 
in a program of combined diet 
and psychotherapy.

Here’s How To Get Best 


From Your Refrigerator 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
Modern refrigerators have become so much a part of every 
day living we tend to take them for granted. That’s all very well 
because they are designed to give unceasing service day in and 


day out. 


Yet service men tell me few women really know how to 
get top efficiency from their refrigerator. 


The fix-it men and the 


equipment home economist give these suggestions on the use and 


care of the refrigerator. 


POINTS TO REMEMBER: 


1. Temperatures between 35 
degrees and 40 degrees are 
best for general storage of 
fresh foods. 


. Temperatures below zero 
are necessary for storing 
frozen foods six months to 
to a year. 

. Temperatures between 10 
degrees and 15 degrees will 
keep frozen foods only a 
few weeks to a month. 


. Refrigerator space should 
not be taken up with foods 
that do not require refrig- 
eration such as pickles and 
jellies. 

. Hot foods should be cooled 
before storing. However, 
foods such as eustards 
should be cooled rapidly by 
placing in ice water or 
turning an electric fan on 
them. Then they should be 
placed in the refrigerator 
immediately. Bacteria mul- 
tiply quickly at room tem- 
perature in such foods, so 
prompt refrigeration is re- 
quired. 

. Foods should be covered in 
conventional type refrigera- 
tors to keep them from dry- 
ing out and to prevent in- 
termingling of odors. The 


moisture from foods left 
uncovered accumulates as 
frost on the evaporator and 
more frequent defrosting is 
required. 


REFRIGERATOR CARE 


Outside surfaces should be 
washed regularly with soap and 
water, rinsed and dried. A wax 
polish may be used on syn- 
thetic enamels either after wash- 
ing or instead of washing. Harsh 
abrasives should never be used 
on any part of the refrigerator. 
Spilled acid foods should be 


wiped off immediately as they | 


may dull the finish. 


For cleaning interiors, a solu- 
tion of one tablespoon of baking 
soda to a quart of water may be 
used, Interiors should then be 
rinsed with a cloth wrung out 
in clear water and wiped dry. 
The evaporator should be washed 
both inside and outside and 
shelves‘and containers should 
also be thoroughly cleaned. The 
Stes 9 gars must be defrosted 
irst.

Old January 1 blues got you? 
For a lot of people, the first 
of a new year means a transfer 


—and for the ones who muse™ 


pack up the families and leave ” 


for another city, the business 
of arranging for the house 
they leave behind presents 


problems which are all tied up | 


with emotion. 


If papa got a promotion, 
and Wecides to sell the old 
homestead, that is one thing, 
but for the people who are 
traveling with the Army or 
the Navy. or whose busi- 
nesses move them around 
like pins on a map, some- 
thing as final as selling is 
undesirable, and renting is 
the course of action. 


One of the first decisions is 
whether to handle the rental 
personally, or give it into the 
hands of a rental agent. 

At first, a person with small 
holdings might do well to 
handle them himself, but this 
would be true only if he could 
be on hand to attend to his af- 
fairs. For the owner who must 
be non-resident, a broker is a 
good investment. For a_ fee 
which usually amounts to one- 
fourth of the monthly rental, 
the agent will arrange for oc- 
cupancy of the property by a 
carefully investigated § tenant. 
The new resident will be con- 
sidered with regard to finances 
and character, and compati- 
bility with the neighborhood. 


The broker, with experience 
and facts on his sidg, can help 
in setting a fair rental price, 
and will arrange a _ lease 
which will work for the pro- 
tection of both the owner and 
the occupant. When it is 
needful, a monthly contract, 
or a cancellation clause with 
a month-to-month basis, 
prevents abuse on either side. 
Agent or no, however, some 
written agreement prepared 
with a lawyer's advice should 
be a must. 


Then, for a 5% commission, 
the broker will maintain the 
property care, inspecting at reg- 
ular intervals, and seeing to 
maintenance and up-keep of 
the property. 

At the end of each month, a 
statement of the financial status 
is sent to the owner.

As the New Year begins we can look back over 1950, and 
ask ourselves the question, Why were we so dumb about 
many things? Honest investigations’will bring to mind many 


instances where we failed to 
ourselves short. 

It’s up to us. While a boy I saw 
an old goose trying to get through 
a knot hole in a plank fence, 
while a 10-foot gateway stood 
wide open nearby. The goose ig- 
nored the open gate, and persisted 


in jambing his neck and head 
through the knot hole. Besides 
the loss of feathers, he got a pain 
in the neck, and also failed to get 
out. Men of goose-like intelligence 
act the same way. 


One year from now, fellow- 
Georgians, we can look back over 
1951, and determine whether we 
played the goose, or acted like 
quality folks. Henry Clay said we 
may judge the future by the his- 
tory of the past. If that be true, 
it will make Jan. 1, 1952, look 
rather bad, for much of the past 
makes a record of great dumb- 
ness. Like the old goose, we can 
carry on as usual, and get a pain 
in the neck, with possible kicks 
in the pants and loss of our shirts.

That is the opinion of Coun- 
cilman James E. Jackson, vet- 
eran chairman of Council’s Wa- 
ter Committee, who emphasized 
that a $12,000,000 expansion pro- 
gram must be provided and a 
new waterworks filter plant and 
new incinerator units should be 
located at the River Pumping 
Station. 

Jackson said the bond issue will 
be mandatory for waterworks im- 
provements, but that a $3,000,000 
incinerator could be amortized by 
allocating a $100,000-a-year fuel 
saving at the adjacent filter plant 
and by éarmarking proceeds of 
salvaged metals to retire incinera-| 
tor bonds. Jackson said steam) 
generated at the incinerator would 
be piped to filter plant boilers to 
cut fuel costs there.

Graydon believes that three in- 
cineration units with a capacity 
of 460 tons a day ‘will be necded| 
to meet the demand, but Says 
they could be built piecemeal. 
He says some location in the 
river pumping station area would 
be desirable since it would cut 
down on long hauls which would 
be required to reach the present 
incinerator near the Terminal 
Station. 

He added surveys show the 
average haul from the northern 
section of the new area would be 
1.8 miles and that none would be 
over three miles. If long hauls are 
required, collectors would spend 
too much time unloading after 
pick-ups, Graydon said. 

Fulton County now has a 
$250,000 unexpended fund au- 
thorized in the 1946 bond issve to 
build an incinerator. It might be 
utilized to help finance the new 
city unjis. Graydon said most of 
the rolling equipment needed to 
provide service in the new areas 
will be obtained from Fulton 
County when the annexation is 
finally approved; but mainte- 
nance costs are expected to rise 
$136,500 annually. Another $473,- 
000 will be added yearly to the 
present city salary costs for the 
department. Operating supplies 
will cost another $13,500 a year 
based on present prices.
